tiTOM THUMB" DEAD. 


The Celebrated Dwarf Dies Suddenly 


of Apoplaxy—Ot&or Nota- 


ble Deaths. 


MlDDLEBORO, Mass., July 15.—Charles 


H«ywood Stvatton, better known as "Gen. 
Tom Thumb,'1, died at his residence of apo- 
plexy. He had been slightly indisposed for a 
few days, but nothing serious was antici- 
pated. "The deceased was born in Bridge- 
port, Conn., Jan. 4, 1S37. At tho ago of 15 
he entered the service of P. T. Barnurn, and 
has ever since been before tho public. He 
leaves a widow, who has been on tho stage 
with him since their marriage in 1803. 


The remains will bo taken to Bridgeport 


'or interment. Tho time of tho funeral will 
be decided upon ou tho arrival of the widow 
from Cincinnati. 


Tom Thumb, whose real name was Charles 


Stratton, was born iu Bridgeport, Conn., 
Jan. 4, 1S37, and at tho time of his death was 
40 years old. At tho ape o£ 5 years ho was 
less than two feet iu height, aud weighed less 
than sixteen pounds. At that time ho was 
discovered by P. T. Bnrnuiu, and then began 
his life of public exhibition, which has con- 
tinued ever since. Tho showman was stop- 
ping over night in Bridgeport, and hearing 
of tho child, had him brought to the hotel. 
Ho was then a well-formed, very intelligent 
child, and exceedingly fond of tho ludicrous. 
He was first put ou exhibition in the Now 
York museum, but temporarily. After a 
little time, tho consent oE his parcuts 
having 
been 
obtained, a contract was 


entered into for four weeks at $3 a week, in- 
cluding tho board and traveling expenses of 
tho diminutive general and his mother. At 
the conclusion of the four weeks a second 
contract was made at ?T a week Cor one yea-, 
with tho privilege of taking him anywhere 
in tho country. 
Before many weeks had 


elapsed tho general's salaiy was increased 
to $25, so groat an attraction had ho become. 
At tho end of tho year a bargain was made 
for tho next year at SOO a week, and tho 
first trip to Europe was 
made. 
The 


general's mother and tutor accompanied 
him across tho water. The first exhibition 
was given in Liverpool, and a very • furor 
of 
enthusiasm 
attended them . through 


England and tbo continent. In London ho 
was visited by Hou. Edward Everett, tho 
American minister, and at Buckingham pal- 
aco ho was permitted to hold levees. Ho was 
Invited to tho royal palace, where ho was a 
frequent visitor, and his presence was consid- 
ered a special boon in the .houses of nobility. 


While a | 
frequenter of tho queen's household be was I 
tho recipient of many fine presents from her 
majesty, among which was an elegant gold 
watch and chain made expressly for his use. 


In Paris tho general was treated with-the 


same consideration, enjoying entree to the 
best society of tho French metropolis. King 
Louis Phillippo, as a mark of his regard, 
presented him with a magnificent diamond 
brooch. His character personations of. :T^a- 
poleon 
Bonaparte elicited the most un- 


bounded applause in Franco, and there was 
first devolopod his merit as an actor. 
He 


f oou acquired a knowledge of tho French lan- 
guage, and exhibitions were given through- 
out tho empire. 
He thence traversed the 


whole of Europe and upon his return to his 
native land, where intelligence of his suc- 
cesses had preceded him, hn was received 
with enthusiastic welcome. 
During his 


entire lifetime four tours of Europe were 
made, all of which wore attended with the 
same continued ovation which had greeted his 
initial visit At the age ot 20 Gen. Thumb 
was united In holy wedlock with Miss Lavima 
Warren, also a lilliputlan, and who had be- 
come something of a celebrity because of her 
diminutive stature. One child blessed their 
union, which at tho ago of %% years died. 
Tho general was probably tho most extensive 
traveler that over lived, and has been on 
visiting terms with more potentates and 
notable personages than any other man. He 
was at all times a genial, pleasant companion 
and very fond of tho social circle. During his 
long career he had accumulated a good-sized- 
fortune, and when asked, a few days ago, why 
ho did not.retlro from active lifo, he .replied 
that ho had become so accustomed to travel- 
Ing that he-conld.not bo cpntente.d Jn .jotiro- 
memV. Ho:has often been.'charged-.wijhbeing 
fond of high Jiving and fine .wliJoSj'b.ut his 
roost ta.ttaatp friends and associates-;s{iy that 
ho very rarely ate more .than., jwo -meals a 
day, dud thathe,.wns 'almost an ontiro ab- 
stainer frow strong driiik. He made friends 
wherever-ho went, and at the .time .of hU 
deathitbe'deceased had probably ,moro per- 
sonal acquaintances than any. other .man, liv- 
ing or dead. Tom Thumb was .at .'the !New-

ATLANTIC, la., July 10.—The mystery sur- 


rounding tho murder of Postmaster Clingan 
ntPolfc City has been finally solved by the 
bloody development of the lost two days in 
and around Elkhorn Grove, in the southeast 
cornor of Shelby county—the sacrifice out- 
right Of tho life of a worthy citizen, the 
probably fatal wounding of two others, ana 
tho shooting to death of one of the perpe- 
trators of the deo d and the narrow escape ol 
his accomplice from lynching. •' 


When tho murderers of Cliugan fled from 


the scene of their crimes they took a course 
but little north of west. The taking of the 
team from Stuart's farm by-force was the 
direct causo of their pursuit and capture. 
Stuart's telephone, at his farm-house nine 
niles away from Audubon, told the story of 
:;boir coming ahead of them, and the country 
became aroused, and the assassins were 
pressed so closely that they abandoned th: 
horse and took to cover in the thick branchap 
of tho trees and brush. When tho pursuing 
party discovered thorn they wore lying upon

The Value of Life. 


The condition of --other worlds than 


OIIVB" has long- been a fascinating spec- 
ulation. 
Gazing into 
unfathomable 


space, sparsely lit by its stellar lamps, 
no thoughtful person can but question 
its mystery and \yonder if there beings 
of like passions as. ourselves suffer, 
struggle, toil and eujoy tho same that 
wo do on this planet. "There is sonic 
thing overwhelming in the thought tha 
our little ball is tho sole and solitary 
home of organised life, and that tht 
sun. lights aud warms for our exclusive 
benefit the space- through \vhiuli_ 
swing and spin. The feeling- is akin to 
that which comes over one in the dense 
solitude of the forest, or upon the sum- 
mit of a mountain—a sense of desola- 
tion, desertion, loneliness and awe. 
Even the teeming millions which swarn: 
upo« the earth seem fuw and .solitarj 
when we conceive of them as the only 
conscious inhabitants sailing thvougl 
everlasting depths. The ark and the 
eight • souls saved therein, with -the 
beaks and the birds, flouting upon the 
Hood which hid all signs of existence 
or the balloon disappearing In inlinitc 
depths is uot a picture of : intonsor soli- 
tude than the earth swimming in a 
shoreless ocean, broken only by planet- 
nry islands wholly deserted. 


Yet if wo may trust a writer In tho 


Popular Science Monthly, such, ornear- 
lv such are- the conclusions of science. 
The great planets, Jupiter and Saturn, 
are lit by their own and not by reflected 
light. Hence, like the sun/they must 
be incapable of sustaining any life con- 
ceivable to us. And should they ever 
become fit for it, life there will havo to 
submit to conditions which would I'euder 
existence on the earth quite impossible. 
Tho attraction .exerted, by Jupiter is 
three hundred times that of the earth 
A man of average weight here would 
there have a ponderous tread of more 
than twenty tons; his own weight.would 
crush him into pulp; a .falling hickory 
nut would whiz through him like a rille 
ball; a wave would shiver an iron-clad 
to-pieces; a rivulet- cut mile-deep can 
yons, and a moderate breeze sweep 
away the hills and mountains. 
In 


some points, however, this description 
is exaggerated; for .were man to bo 
weighted to the earth by a pressure of 
twenty-two tons ho could not easily bo 
move'd by water, and' tho hills and 
mountains would bo so firmly lixeu by 
ttoir own. gravitation that tho weight of 
the moving atmosphere could not dis- 
place them. In other words, every- 
thing oa the' planet of Jupiter would bo 
adjusted to its new conditions. 


On Mars tho conditions would be re- 


'vorabd. -There, man would weigh only 
two and a" hair pounds. It would be 
easy! to fly, but an eighty-ton looomo- 
tivej could not draw a train of empty 
oars; Niagara Falls .would furnish 
scarcely power enough to turn a mill, 
and a rifle ball 'might 'be caught in the 
hand without .harm. In an atmosphere 
oven as dense as our own, all animal 
and vegetable forms would there be tho 
merest gossamer, blown to pieces by 
.every breeze. But no such an atmos- 
phere ft3 ours is possible in Mars. 
Its 


pressure would be less than that of our 
atmosphere on tho tops of our highest 
mountains, rendering existence an im- 
possibility. 
Moreover, Mars has less 


than1 half the heat from tho sun which 
tho' earth enjoys. ' On his torrid zone 
the thermometer would never rise above 
fifty'degrees, and'even that is rnado im- 
possible by the' thinness of the atmos- 
phere. "Nothing can bo more certain 
than that there is no liquid in Mars and 
no life." On the moon the conditions 
arc dveniworse than in Mars; while its 
day and night, each two weeks long, 
utterly forbid tho presence of life there. 
Mercury;' with its temperature of boil- 
ing water at'the poles and red-hot iron 
at the .equator,c'aii not sustain life. 


Beside the earth, therefore, Venus is 


the only member of the solar system 
which science declares can preserve life, 
and on it life, though in lower forms 
than those of tho earth, probably docs 
exist; but this insignificant little globe 
is tho only one on which there are any 
probabilities of life, so that if the inhab- 
itants of-the 'earth were equally dis- 
tributed--through • solar space, all per- 
Bonsjyould-bo thousands of miles apart. 


Moreover, life has existed'on the earth 


'or thousands of years. Tho time that 
it has taken to ripen our highest civil- 
zation, which is an eternity of itself, 
las .been necessary to give birth to a 
Shakespeare and to develop intellect 
capable of a glimmering comprehension 
of what has created them.- "Life is far 
more rare and far more costly in our 
solar -system than diamonds in tho 
arth." All else is waste—space, heat, 
energy, except as it is being used for 
he production, 'of life in eternities 
bej'ond. 


Considering this as .a fact, if it be. one, 


tow little value is placed upon life: 
Destruction by. war, by slaughter, by 
men's ;own appetites and passions, by 
)laguo,'' pestilences, fevers and other 
igencics, to a degree at least under, 
men's, control, is-never ceasing.' In 
crowded cities. and provinces human 
If e is the cheapest of all commodities;, 
n great manufacturing communities, it 
s esteemed at a smaller value than tho 
machine -which it operates, the product 
vhichj it -turns out.. Notwithstanding 
hat life. is. as .rare in the universe • as 
diamonds in the earth, it is flung away 
is recklessly 'as if diamonds wera 
'Cbbles-a'nd 'not precious -'--'— "-' 
roit Post and Tribune.

By special invitation from Rev. Father 


McGinnity, pastor of St. Patrick's church,' 
he members ot W. H. Sargent Post .No. 
20, G. A. B., attended the service iQ that 
church at 10:30 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ng. Tbe post turned out in uniform, 
accompanied by the Catholic cornet band- 
The post was assigned to tho center isle 
of the church in front, while the band 
were seated in the choir, and rendered 
some beautiful sacred music during the 
service. Father McGinnity was assisted 
in the service by Kov. Father Brennan. 
The sermon which was an able one, we 
print in full. 
^Father McGinnity prefaced his sermon 
by thanking tho members of the Grand 
Army for their attendance at this time, 
stating that the pews of 'the center aisles 
of the church had been reserved for them 
He eulogized their heroic deeds m the 
truggle that saved our glorious country, 
not forgetting those who laid down their 
Iiv2s. He then stated that he saw no 
reason why he should depart from his 
usual custom on this oceasion, and took 
for bis text, Luka 19th chapter, and 41st 
verse: 


I'ttteus Ciiiituliuijleoit Super fllam. 
Hceinc tho City He wept over it. 


What an affecting scene does this text 


present; what a subject for meditation— 
to see the blessed Jeaus weeping over 
tho city of Jerusalem. As ho was de- 
scending from the Mount ot Olives Ho 
saw the city at a distance, and fixing His 
eyes steadfastly upon it, He suddenly 
burst into a flood o! tears. 
What was 


there in that ancient Solimft, that fai 
daughter of Sion, as it is called by the 
prophet, to excite the compassionate tool- 
ings of the world's Redeemer? Was not 
this the city of the great King? Was it 
not, amongst all the cities of tho earth, 
the peculiar object of His heavenly 
Father? Was it not the chosen repository 
ot His laws and worship ? Was it not in 
that city tho first great temple was 
erected where His Father was adored in 
spirit and in trath? Had not that been 
tho throno of,His government on eartb,the 
saat whence He issued His decrees and 
promulgated His laws ? Had not the lofti 
ness of its walls, the strength of its ram 
parts, and the beauty ot its buildings 
rendered it an object of universal admi- 
ration? Whence, then, these marks of af- 
fection manifested to\vards it by the 
blessed Jesus? 0, my friends, it was that 
very spectacle contrasted with the sad 
picture which Ho then distinctly saw, of 
the rum aud desolation which were 
abotit to overwhelm it, that drew from 
His eyes thoso proofs of sympathetic 
sorrow.

time of thy visitation." 
Here our 


blessed Savior espressos his wishes most 
feelingly, tuat tha inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem had accepted his ft/acious immita- 
tions ia tho t!mo ot his mercy, aod^bitter- 
ly laments thoir obstinacy m rejecting 
them, which was the occasion of all tho 
great and tremendous calamities that af- 
terwards befell that infatuated people. 
They pertinaciously refused the articles 
of peace and reconciliation which the 
eternal in his mercy held out to them 
through the mediation, ot bie belovec 
son, and therefore they were made to feel 
the dreadful effects ot his avenging jus- 
tice. 
Jerusalem, he says, that hast made thy- 


self guilty of the blood of all tho jusi 
from tho time of Abel, even to tho blooc 
ot Zacharias, whom you killed between 
the temple and the altar. O! Jerusalem, 
Jerusalem, thou that killest the prophets 
and stonest those thut are sent to thee 
how often would I havo gathered thy 
children together, even as the hen gath- 
ereth her chickens under hor wings, and 
ye would not. Fill ye up the iniquity of 
your fathers, for behold your house sha! 
be left -to you desolate. The time o^ 
mercy hea expired and tho instrument of 
Divine vengeance is at band. The Ro-

religion under Titus, marchec 


against their city, cast a trench about il 
as Jesus had foretold, compassed it 
around, straigthened ,it on every side 
beat it flat to the ground and the inhabi- 
tants that were in it, and not a stone was 
left upon a stone. 
Never, no never, within tho memory of 


man was the siege of another city accom 
pauied with euoh scenes of horror and 
complicated atrocity as was that of the 
hapless, the miserable Jerusalem. As- 
sailed from without by an enraged enemy 
distraotsd within by the animosity ot 
contending factions famine and pesti- 
lence spreading around their destructive 
ravages, scripture itself bearing witness 
"they shall return at evening and shal 
suffer hunger like dops" Its edifices de 
mohshed its temple m a blaze. • Such 
was the dreadful punishment of uure- 
penting and incredulous Jerusalem 
Upwards of a million of its wretched in- 
habitants fell amidst its ruins and the un 
happy survivors were seat captives into 
foreign lands to renew the lammtations 
of their forefathers when seated on the 
banks of the rivers of Babylon. 


Christian friends:—Tears of compas- 


sion similar to thoso which in the days o 
His flesh streamed from the eyes of tho 
blessed Jesus over the city o£ Jerusalem 
He may now be conceived to let fall upon 
every sinful soul which by its criminal dis 
orders resembles Jerusalem. "For w 
have not," says St. Paul, "a high pries 
who cannot have compassion on our in 
firmities." Not only does He compas- 
sionate tho wretched condition of sm 
ners as he did did the unhappy Jerusa 
lem; Ho moreover wishes to reclaim 
them from their evil ways; to teach them 
tho things that are for their peace; tc 
reconcile them with His heavenly Father 
and to avert from them the scourges o 
His avenging justice. How can we con 
sider attentively tho wonderful work o 
redemption without being convinced o 
this truth? For whom did the world', 
redeemer plan and execute this marve 
lous system of boundless mercy ? Was i 
not for sinners?. Were not Dinners theob 
ject for whom he executed this labor o 
love? Was it not for their transgression 
that ho was wounded ? Was it not for thei 
ingratitude and hardness of heart tha 
he wept? Was it not to make their peac 
with His heavenly Father that he be 
came a bleeding victim of propitation 
And has he not purchased for them will 
His blood that sacred inheritance which 
they had lost? Yes. it was for sinners H 
did all this. He not only wept over Je 
rasalem but he also wept over you and 
me'- He wept over our sins, over our ob 
duracy; he wept because he foresaw tha 
alllhis favors, all his graces, all his bene

principalities and powers, against the 
rulers ct: the world of darkness.agamst 
thospirits of wickedness in high places. 
Such, sinner, is thc.t formidable host 
of foes which will be let loose upon 
thee at tho last hour. They will exert 
all the ingenuity of fallen angels, and 
all tho malice of devils '.'o cue you off 
from the assistance of heaven and at- 
tack you on all sides with desperate 
violence.

Wound from u 1'lsiol Shoe. 


Late yesterday afternoon the report 


was spread on the streets that Mr. James 
O'Hara, who resides with his parents_on 
Hickory street, in the second ward, had 
been shot while on a fishing excursion up 
the river, and that ho could not long sur- 
vive. The facts of the case, as ascertained 
from Mr. Frank Corwin, in whose bauds 
the pistol was fired, were substantially as 
follows: 


Yesterday morning about nine o'clock, 


Messrs. James O'Hara, Arc Sutherland, 
and Frank Corwin, started up the river 
on a fishjrjg excursion, taking two boats, 
O'Hara and Sutherland in one, and Cor- 
win in the other. .They landed ac the 
three-mile creek, for the purpose o£ catch- 
ing 
minnows, 
and. taking din- 


ner. 
They 
left 
their 
boats 


near the mouHi of the creek and went 
south 15 or 20 rods from the bank. Here 
they sat down and commenced shooting 
at a mark, and had fired a dozen or more 
shots when Corwin, who was sitting be- 
tween O'Hara and Sutherland, took the 
pistol and|fired at tho mark, aud then 
dropped IMS right hand to tho ground, 
and in doiu? so tbe pistol was discharged • 
O'Hara was on bis right, laying partly on 
his side, and exclaimed, "You have done 
for me now," and rolled over. Mr. Cor- 
wm says: ''I immediately unbuttoned his 
vest and pants, raised his shirt nnd dis- 
corered that tne ball had entered his left 
aide just above the b'p bone. I then car- 
ried him to the boat, putting him into 
Sutherland's boat, and Sutherland rowed 
him to the ice house. I followed in the 
other

cident occurred about 2:30 o'clock, and 
I tL"T)ls we rowed home in about 20 min- 
utes. The pistol was on ordinary revolv- 
er— 32-ca]',bcr long. I cannot account 
for tbo discharge of tho pistol at this 
time."
